While it is reasonable to believe 
that the new deep well wilt give 
a plentiful supply of water for 
the village, the board expectg to 
clean the north well and drill deep­ 
er to make it a better producing 
well for added water insurance. 
An adjourned meeting of the vil­ 
lage board will be held Friday eve­ 
ning to decide what action will 
be taken on the north side well. 
It is expected that the board will 
authorize drilling the w-ell deeper 
and the depth will depend largely 
on the funds available for that 
purpose. 
The pump w'as pulled recently

The automobile 
well will have to be cleaned and 
new' pipe installed.

FBI instruct 
police chiefs on 
defense matters 


Raymond H. Leach, chief of Po­ 
lice of Wheeling, is one of the few' 
police officers in the Northwest 
suburbs to have completed the de­ 
fense course that was offered re­ 
cently by the FBI. The course ex­ 
tended for a full w*eek wTith all day 
sessions and was held in the U. S. 
Custom building, Chicago. 
Chief 
Lesch secured much valuable in­ 
formation regarding bombs, their 
construction and handling, togeth­ 
er with information regarding the 
procedure that should be followed 
in case of an air raid. 
Mr. Lesch is now’ fully acquaint­ 
ed with many of the defense ac­ 
tivities adopted in England, which 
will ultimately be somewhat fol­ 
lowed in this country. A resume of 
the notes that Chief Lesch took 
during the FBI school will appear 
in coming issues of the Herald. 
“There are tw’o kinds of de­ 
fense,” says Mr. Lesch, “active de­ 
fense which is the part that the 
armed forces 
play in attacking 
enemies of our country; and pas­ 
sive defense which falls on the 
unarmed 'citizens of our country to 
protect their own lives and prop­ 
erty. With the advent of the aero­ 
plane the battle zone is greatly 
increased. When fifty years ago 
it was confined to the immediate 
territory occupied by the armies, 
today it extends as far as a thous­ 
and miles from armed station. The 
private citizens must learn how’ 
to protect themselves in this new 
kind of warfare. Nobody else can 
do it for them.”

Civil defense boards are being 
set up in various towns in the 
county. It is considered that farm­ 
ers adjacent to these towns will 
be considered in that area. 


“We wish to call farmers’ atten­ 
tion to the Civil Defense work that 
is being instituted the county over” 
states Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes. 
“Our first thought is that Civil j 
Defense has to do all the citizens j 
can to protect 
themselves in a I 
bombing raid, and raids interior 
ane remote, and farmers are scat- I 
tered and therefore comparatively i 
safe. 


“We are beginning to realize 
that this is only a part of Civil 
Defense. This is a war where the 
whole people are required to co­ 
operate to support a gigantic, ex­ 
pensive war effort, and our usual 
civil lives are going to be disrupt­ 
ed plenty. 


“Civil Defense means the organ 
ization of citizens for parcelling 
out certain 
restricted 
goods — 
tires now, and many things else 
later on the longer the struggle 
goes on. This makes Civil Defense 
vital to farmers as they use many 
goods that are to be rationed. 


“Citizens are expected to volun­ 
tarily signify their 
role in the 
Civil Defense organization by go­ 
ing to their nearest Defense or­ 
ganization and asking for a reg­ 
istration blank. 


“Blanks are obtainable usually 
at the city hall or the headquaiters 
of the Civil Defense office now be­ 
ing established. There are a few 
questions some which refer to vol­ 
untary service you might be able 
to perform which may be filled in 
as you see fit. 


“So far many things have been 
thought out for farmers to do. To 
keep such ideas in the background 
that may be some one’s imagin­ 
ings, we are asking our local De­ 
fense chairman, Mr. Homer Byrd 
of Arlington Heights, to get us
